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ALL ABOUT iT! FCC VOTES DOWN THE NO-CODE CONCEPT! READ ALL ABOUT iT! 

ARRL Bulletin 134 of December 14 said that the FCC, on December 14, in 

the strongest possible manner, voterd to retain the Morse Code requirement 

for all classes of amateur radio license. The vote was unanimous to repeal 


the concept of "no code". 
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MEMBERSHIP IN THE PALOMAR AMATEUR RADIO CLUB is $12 per year with no initiation fee, and 
includes a subscription to SCOPE - like it or not.

OFFICIAL CLUB BADGES are available from the club Trea$urer. He does require money and 
also feels that is only proper that you provide him with your name and call sign 1f you 
want them on your very own badge (just like the big guys have.)

When active mobile direction finding is underway, the 
non-recognition policy in 1., above, may be blatantly ignored by club officers or control 
seetore for obvious reasons. DO NOT discuss active DF activities on the air on any 
requency.
